A record, unprecedented in the history of Pickaway-co, was made 


here Tuesday \vhen Benton T Hedges on the peak of a veritable 
avalanche of votes was s%vept into the mayor's office for his third 
consecutive term. He defeated George M. Fitzpatrick by 1,772 votes 
against 1,097. a margin of 675 ballots, a mark far beyond even the 
ideals of Mayor Hedges or any of his followers. 


History was made by Mr. Hedges 
in this election for he is the first 
Republican to ever serve three con- 
secutive terms in the annals of the 
county. He defeated Mr. Fitzpat- 
rick, a Democrat, in 1927 and in 
1929 he turned back the effort of 
Willis Henn, a Democrat, to unseat 
him. His political power never 
came to the fore more prominent- 
ly than in this election.
